SARDAR MUSEUM, JODHPUR 
A BRIEF NOTE 


PP CHE exhibition of the Marwar objects of art, held in 

I the year 1909, worked as a nucleus for the Marwar 
Industrial Museum, which was started at a place outside 
Sojati Gate in Jodhpur city. Not before long, the museum 
was shifted, at first, to a house outside Rai-ka-Bagh and 
then to Sursagar Garden. It was here that in 1914 a full- 
fledged museum on a modest scale was established. In 
atl the Government of India recognised this museum 
and it was in the year 1917 that the Industrial Museum 
was named as the Sardar Museum, after the name of Late 
His Highness Maharaja Shri Sardar Singhji Saheb. At 
this time the Archaeology Section (consisting of sculptures), 
paintings of Jodhpur and other sub-schools of Rajasthani 
school were added to its collection. Unfortunately, those 
beautiful Rajasthani miniatures, which adorned the gallery 
of the museum then, are now no morc in the Museum as these 
were taken back by the then H-H. on the eve of integration, 
These have been replaced by the miniatures purchased by 
the museum from time to time. Later on, it was felt that 
Sursagar Gardens were situated in an out of the way place 
and the then venue of the museum was not convenient, in 
any way, for the visitors. The museum was shifted back 
in 1927 to its former building (known as Ugamji's Bunga- 
. low). But from 1936 the museum came to be set up in its 
own building, specially constructed for the purpose, in the 
Umaid Gardens. 


The Sardar Museum, Jodhpur, is at present under 
re-organisation, Modern and scientific displ are being 
provided within the limitations imposed by space and 
equipment and the problem of overcrowding is being solved 
by subjecting the collection to the process of eliminations 
on the basis of their artistic value and also on that of their 
utility to the viewer. Old and worn out exhibits of Natural 
History Section have now given place to the latest type of 
flora and fauna diaromas and cuales depicting cultural 
scenes from local history. All this’is being done to turn 
this museum into a new museum of regional type. The 
museum, after re-organisation, shall have only three sections 
which have been dealt with in the present catalogue. 


ARCHAEOLOGY SECTION: 
This section contains some of the most important and 
unique sculptures of the area, as the Sardar Museum is a 
gional museurn of Marwar. Only selected and represen- 
tative pieces from each of the important places or sites have 
been displayed and several of them kept in reserve collection 
at Mandor. Amongst the displayed sculptures, those worth 
mentioning are the unique Torane pillars of the fifth century 
from Mandor, Gajalakshmi from Osian, bust of a dancing 
girl and a female torso (r2th century A.D.) from Kuradu, 
Yoganarayana (igth century A.D.) from Deedwana and 
Jivanta Svami (igth century A.D.) from Khinwasar. 


INDUSTRIAL SECTION; 

This section consists of the exhibits of arts and crafts 
from Jodhpur Division. These include marble work from 
Makrana, yellow stone work from Jaisalmer, ivory work of 
Merta, metal work of Nagaur, lacquered work of Bagn and 
‘Chundri’ and leather works of Jodhpur. * 


PAINTING SECTION: 


This section has mostly miniatures in it, These minia- 
tures are of the various schools of Jodhpur, Mewar, Jaipur 
etc. Besides this, there are full-size portraits of the past 
rulers of Marwar, done in oil. 


Sardar Museum, Jodhpur, as a regional museum of 
Marwar, gives a glimpse of Marwar — past and present — 
on the basis of its museum group cases, crafts, paintings 
and sculptures, and deserves a visit by all those lovers of art 
and culture, who want to know about Marwar and its culture 
within a couple of hours. Limitations of space within the 
present building preclude many other representations of 
scveral other phases of Marwar culture but that day would 
not be too lar off when, with the addition of further space 
im the present building, several other phases of Marwar 
culture would see themselves represented.
